THORNE'S DORA ca (lite Publishing 
company) John Ames Mitchell proves: himself 
not only master of his subject and of himself 
but also of those technicalities of the novel- 
ist's art which bring it about that a story is 
both readable and credible. .That he has 
achieved this result with the theme he has 
chosen is further evidence of his ability, for 
the theme is a delicate one, none less than a 
demonstration that inherited vicious traits of 
character may be made subservient.to good 
influences. It is a theme that might readily 
lend itself to melodramatic effects, but Mr. 
Mitchel] has safely steered his craft away 
from such shoals. A boy who is the heir of 
vicious traits only at the age of 10 is thrown 
on his own resources. His course winds down- 
ward until chance throws him into contact 
with Dr. Thorne, who takes him into the 
bosom of his family. The benign and benefi- 
cent influence exerted upon him there is rudely 
terminated by a crime, and it is only years 
later that the good doctor finds that the seed 
he sowed fell upon fertile ground.

BACK RAILROADS 


Local Shipper Discovers ‘Com- 
munity of Interest’ in 
‘Rate Agitation. 


COMPARISON TELLS TALE. 


Freight Charges on Railway Ma- 
terials Are Lower than on 
Similar Articles. - 


One of the,reasons for the ardent advocacy 
af the railroads’ demands for higher freight 
-pates on the part of the railroad supply eom- 
panies was disclosed yesterday by a local 
shipper in a comparisen between the freight 
rates charged for railway materials and other 
similar articles of iron and steel. 

The comparison shows that the “ com- 
munity of interest’ between the supply 
firms, who baturaly wish the roads to be ina 
position to buy large quantities of their 
wares, and the carriers is strengthened, ac- 
cording to this comparison, by the low rates 
charged on such shipments. 

The figures presented will form an im- 
portant part of the evidence to be introduced 
by the shippers at the hearings before the 
interstate commerce commission. 

Among a few examples of the varying 
rates on closely almilar classes of articles it 
was noted that rates on iron and steel ar- 
ticles generally between Chicago end &t. 
Louis were advanced between 20 and 2 per 
cent on April 1, whilé railway materia! rates 
were left unchanged.

Defense Offered by Railroads, 

The railroads explain that these low rates 
are made because théy are articles for the 
use of the raijroads themselves, but they 
are rates uniformly charged for material for 


another. If the railroads need more money, 
the shippers ask, why do not those who need 
the increase advance the rates on such me- 
terial? 

The comparigon of theese rates by the ship- 
pers was called forth by the circulation of an 
open letter ta business men by T. A. Griffin, 
president of the Griffin Wheel company, urg- 
ing them to favor advances in freight rates 
in the interest of general business and in 
order to give the railroads additional funds 
to spend for improvements and expenditures. 
Shippers who are not Interested in the supply 
business are inclined to resent these argu- 
ments, . 

It is algo asserted that the railroads and 
the supply men are seeking to influence the 
interstate commerce commission to approve 
an increase in rates in advance of an in- 
vestigation of the merits of the case by pre- 
senting many arguments such as those put 
forth by Mr. Griffin. 


Inspired by Recent Meeting. 

Many of the appeals of this class to the 
commission were inspired, it is stated, by a 
meeting hejd last week at the Blackstone 
hotel by the railroad supply interests of the 
city. Over forty of the representatives of 
these companies were addressed by George 
A. Post of New ork, president of the Stand- 
ard Coupler company and of the Railway 
Business association, and urged to influence 
as many as possible of the supply men and 
other shippers to write to the interstate com- 
merce commission urging it to allow the rail- 
roads to advance rates. 

In opposition to these tactics the shippers, 
who are opposed to the proposed increase in 
transportation charges, are themselves pre- 
senting appeals to the commission for a de- 
cision adverse to the carriers. A strong ex- 
ample of one of the main arguments of the 
shippers that the roads should not be allowed 
to plead the increase of expenses, for the rea- 
gon that the volume of traffic has increased 
by an even greater amount, is contained in 
a letter sent to the commission by a Chicago 
shipper, who requested that his name be 
withheld from publication.

Next Investigation by Board Will 
Con¢ern These Companies, © 


EXCESSIVE RATES CLAIMED. 


Trade Bodies and Citizens Protest to 
Commerce Commission. 


{BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 3-—[{Special,)— 
The next investigation to be instituted by 
the interstate commerce commission prob- 
ably will be into the rates, regulations, and 
practices of the express companies. 

This matter has been under consideration 
by the commission for two or three months. 
This week a petition was received at the 
offices of the commission asking for this in- 
vestigation. The petition was brought in 
behalf of 124 commercia! organizations of 
the various cities of the United States, those 
leading the list being the Merchants’ asso- 
ciation of New York, the Boston chamber of 
commeree, the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, the Merchants’ exchange of San Frran- 
cisco, the New Orleans board of trade, and 
the Philadelphia chamber of commerce. 


Letters Complain of Charges. 

In addition to this, it was acknowledged by 
officials of the commission that numerous let- 
ters have been received from yarious indi- 
viduals in every pert of the country, com- 
plaining that the express charges are un- 
reasonably excessive. 

The petition recently received from the 
124 commercial organizations, however, was 
sald to be so general and lacking In detail 
that it could not be classed as ea complaint 
and consequently was not filed nor made pub- 
lic unti} it was accidentally unearthed today. 
It is said that it merely adds to testimony 
to the effect that the express charges should 
be looked into. 

At present the commission is not sitting, 
but the full membership willl come together 
about the middle of September. Wheat is to 
be done about express rates likely will be 
decided at that time. 

' _- Differs from Freight Situation. 

Officials are pointing out that the difference 
between the freight rate situation and the 
express proposition is that the freight rates 
were increases, whereas the express charges 
are those which have been in force for some 
time. No material changes have been made 
in express rates for several years and only 
a stnall proportion of the formal complaints 
coming to the commission have been di- 


' rected against express charges. 


The express companies come under the 
game category as common carriers. They 
are forced to file their retes and charges witb 
the commission just as the ratlroads are 
forced to file thelr passenger and freight 
tariffs, Only this year, however, have the 
revenues and expenses of the express com- 
panies been collected and tabulated by ac- 
couhtants of the commission.
